to providing simple clubroom accommodations for 
the men in the camps and in the field, recreational 
sports, entertainments, lectures and facilities for 
otter lorms ol social intercourse and service.

There is not a thinking citizen who does not 


realize the vitalr importance of ministering to the 
physical comfort and the intellectual and spiritual 
nature of the enlisted man — of preserving his 
morale. In doing these things % 
t:e guard against 


the vicious influences and the dangerous pitfalls 
of immorality and disease that have marked past 
wars. We save the man power for the nation, for 
the purpose he enlisted to serve and make the bur- 
dens of the Bed Cross lighter. 


Fortunately a medium for the expression of these 


humanitarian and patriotic impulses has been pro- 
vided by the Young Men's Christian Association. 
Under the control of the National War Work 
Council of the association, service branches have 
been established in all the training cantonments in 
the United States and with the units in France. 
Y. M. C. A. tents and buildings have followed the 
flag to the very battle line. At the sign of the red 
triangle the soldier finds many of the comforts 
and ministrations he longs for, but which the gov- 
ernment cannot provide. His hour at the Y. M. 
C. A. is an hour with the influences of home, in- 
dispensable support of his faith and his character. 


To carry on the work already started and to 


extend it to other quarters where it is needed, the 
Y. M. C. A. war council must have at least §35,-

The significant factor of this growth in the busi-

In fact they did both. Although no segregation 


of new investments in 1916 is made, the railway 
commission does show that during the four years 
of 1913 to 1916, inclusive, more than §200.000,000 
was expended in all kinds of betterments and ex- 
tensions of State- regulated utilities. Data from 
other sources slio\v i.ua.1 uit: utilities, especially the 
transportation lines, also had to take care of 
a larger volume of traffic than ever before in the 
State's history. 


So far as gross revenues are concerned, the out- 


look for the utilities is favorable for further in- 
creases. The stimulus to the agricultural busi- 
ness, resulting in bringing new acreage under cul- 
tivation; the new manufacturing and industrial 
establishments, which will require raw material, 
and the steadily increasing population, require 
that the public utilities plan for a new record in 
the volume of business each coming year.
